REGULATIONS CHANGED 
Canadian workers will make week-; 
ly instead of daily contributions to) 
the unemployment insurance fund | 
starting next month. 

This is one of the main recieve | 
of new regulations under amend: | 
ments to the Unemployment Insur- | 
ance Act approved at the last session | 
of Parliament. The revised act will be | 
proclaimed Oct. 2. 

Among scores of changes, the new 
act raises to $30 from $24 the amount 
of insurance an unemployed mar- 
ried person may draw weekly in the 
top wage category. The maximum 
for single unemployed is raised to 
$23 from $17.10. 

Under new regulations weekly con- 
tributions by employee and employ- 
ers Will be based on actual earnings 
in a week. They will not be based, 
as at present, on the number of hours 
or days in which the earnings are 
obtained or on the rate of earnings 
foy a full week. 

They provide for 
contributions by employer and em- 
ployee for a person earning $33 to 
$39 a week will be 42 cents each 
week, to be paid regardless of wheth- 
er the individual works one or six 
days. 

At present contributions by the
